The Russian-Olive 


by DONALD WYMAN 


NE OF THE HARDIEST of plants used 
in American’ gardens is the 

Russian-olive or oleaster (Elaea- 
gnus angustifolia). It is hardy way up 
to the Canadian Border and considerably 
beyond. 

Although the flowers are fragrant, they 
are very small and inconspicuous. The 
fruits are not outstanding ornamentally. 
either. but the plant nevertheless has 
several sterling qualities which have 
made it valuable since colonial times 
when the early colonists probably 
brought it over from Europe. 

The Russian-olive is a small tree. 
growing about 20 feet tall here in 
(America. It is valued chiefly for its 
beautiful gray-green to near-silver foli- 
age. The leaves, from 2 to 3 inches long. 
are narrow, dull above and 
silvery beneath. so that when the foli- 
age is blown by the slightest breeze, the 


green 


general effect is of a gray-green mass. 


Since this beautiful foliage color is 
found on very few other hardy Northern 
woody plants. the oleaster is a very im- 
nortant asset for any garden where a 
color change seems desirable. 

Another unusual quality is its roughly- 
shredding. brown bark that is espe- 
cially interesting all winter long. Old 
trunks are frequently gnarled and 
twisted into odd shapes, further adding 
to the ornamental value of the oleaster 
in the winter landscape. 

This plant can be grown in dry, sterile 
soils—something that cannot be said of 
many popular trees and large shrubs. 
For this reason, it is popular in some 
of the drier areas of the Pacific North- 
west and far up in the provinces of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. the latter 
area requiring hardiness under extremely 
cold winter conditions.

Rock-Roses 


by LESTER ROWNTREE 


HE CISTUS (rock-rose ) clan con- 

tains over twenty species all of 

which are well suited to most Pa- 
cific Coast climates. Rock-roses are na- 
tive to the slopes which edge the Medi- 
terranean. There, with perfect drain- 
age. a light soil and dry summer heat 
they grow in abundance with lavenders, 
brooms and rosemaries. 
shrubs, 
usually rounded and bushy. sometimes 
tall and slender. Still others are low 
with flowing lines. making them an ideal 
shrub for the large rock garden. The 


Rock-roses are evergreen 


leaves vary in size, texture and shade 
among the different species. They may 
be large or small, fine-textured or coarse. 
All flowers are short-lived, but the over- 
all effect is breath-taking. Though they 
are single. so much bloom is produced 
that this is not noticeable. Some have 
bracts and calyces that turn an attractive 
shade of rusty red. The blooms are 
white. often with centers of yellow or 


in other instances some shade of pink. 

Cistus will take ordinary garden soil, 
acid or partly alkaline, as long as it is 
well drained. If the soil is kept lean, 
the shrubs will flower more freely and 
live longer. They do not object to wind 
and are excellent on banks and among 
rocks. The flowering season of my rock- 
roses lasts from December to August. 

Cistus propagation is by seed or cut- 
tings. Seedlings bloom the second year. 
Cuttings taken in August. September or 
October from half-ripened side shoots 
strike easily in light sand that is not 
kept wet. 

Many cistus are not hardy in cold. wet 
climates and it is fortunate that C. 
laurifolius, one of the loveliest of the 
species, is the hardiest. I have noticed 
it doing well in New York, southern Van- 
couver Island and Seattle. 

Unless pinched back it becomes a 
slender, 8-foot shrub. The handsome 
3-inch leaves are leathery and their dark.

Another Look 


at Power Tools 


OW THAT SUMMER is in full swing, 
| \ you can really see if your power 

tools are doing the job they’re 
supposed to. Much has been written 
in this column and _ elsewhere—about 
power tools and what they offer, but 
solving the techniques of their opera- 
tion has been left pretty much up to the 
individual owner. 

Like an automobile, you have to learn 
to “drive” your tractor or power mower. 
The first thing you must consider is that 
you have a powerful machine at your 
command. It can’t think; you have to 
do the thinking and convey your thoughts 
io the machine through the clutch, 
throttle and brake. And, like an auto- 
mobile, if it gets out of control it can 
cause damage. 

Power tools are not designed to com- 
pletely eliminate all garden work! Their 
purpose is to allow you to garden more 
area with the same amount of effort. 
Operating power tools, especially the 
larger tractors, can be hard work—that 
is. until you learn how to guide them

around corners, over rocky places and 
through problem soils. I often wonder 
how some of those pretty models in 
shorts and high-heeled shoes you see in 
the ads ever manage! 

You should be extremely careful when 
using power mowers. The blades are 
whirling at a tremendous speed so keep 
your hands and feet—as well as chil- 
dren—at a safe distance. No doubt you 
have read about people being injured 
by power mowers. Many of these acci- 
dents are a result of carelessness. Power 
mowers are not toys and shouldn't be 
treated as such. You shouldn't be afraid 
of them, though, just treat them with a 
great deal of respect.

Blueberries need acid soil and if the 
fruit is small, the soil may not be acid 
enough. The soil should test no higher 
than pH 5.0 and a slightly lower pH 
better. Apply ammonium nitrate after 
fruit picking, or even before picking, to 
stimulate new growth which bears the 
following year. If the bushes are old, 
pruning is in order next spring. Do not 
do it this summer. If anything, old 
blueberries tend to produce too much 
fruit, most of which is small. Pruning in 
spring eliminates this fruit- 
bearing growth and, in addition to in- 
creasing the size of the berries, encour- 
ages a whole new system of growth for 
the following year.

How To Cut the Water Bill

Most of the wholesale bedding plant 
growers schedule plantings so that a 
fresh supply of quick-growing annuals 
is available in July. Naturally. the great 
selections of varieties featured a few 
months ago at the nurseries are not avail- 
able, but there are quite a few sun lovers 
such as zinnias, marigolds. dwarf dahlias, 
salvias, alyssum, gaillardias. cosmos and 
verbenas. If you want shade-tolerant 
plants, rely on fibrous begonias, fuchsias 
and _ lobelias.

In the West. as nowhere else in the 


country, you will find nurseries with good 


supplies of shrubs, trees and roses grown 
in tin cans for mid-season planting 

You not only save a whole season by 
starting now. but you will get a surpris- 
ing amount of quick growth this year. 
The secret is to see that the newly set 
out materials get plenty of water. Let 
your nurseryman slit the sides of the tin 
cans so the plants will slip out easily. 

It’s wise to provide temporary shade 
for newly planted shrubs. An overhead 
canopy of burlap or old carpet is fine. 
In the hotter areas of the West—Ari- 
zona, Nevada, Southern California. and 
places like that—protect the trunks of 
newly planted walnuts, citrus and orna- 
mental trees from sunburn or sun scald 
with loose wrappings of newspaper. card- 
board or tree trunk protectors. available 
under trade names at most nurseries.

Spring-Flowering Bulbs 


If daffodils, tulips, hyacinths and 
other spring-flowering bulb colonies are 
to be lifted and divided, do the job now. 
The bulbs are in a dormant stage and 
dividing can be accomplished easily. 

Though some growers advise storing 
the bulbs in flats after they have been 
cured in partial shade. the easiest sys- 
tem for a home gardener is to replant 
them in the ground. In that case, don’t 
keep the bulbs out of the soil any longer 
than is necessary. Dust ‘the bottoms 
of the planting holes. and the bulbs 
themselves, with lindane. Botano deluxe 
or any of the other products of this class 
to ward off soil pests. 


Pruning Wisteria 


Unless restrained with annual prun- 
ing. one or two wisieria vines soon en- 
circle an entire house and lot in a few 
seasons.

Ways You Can Conserve Moisture 


There are a number of things every

The soil should 
be allowed to become reasonably dry 
in between each thorough watering since 
this fits in more closely with the normal 
rain cycles.

Eliminate Water Waste 


e@Mr. Arthur C. Ford, commissioner 
of water supply for the City of New 
York, lists 5 ways of saving 100 mil 
lion gallons of water each day in his 
city “without anyone feeling it.” 
They are: 

1. Repair all leaky faucets. A small 
faucet leak wastes 41 gallons of water 
each day. 

2. Don’t let faucets run while wash- 
ing dishes or shaving. 

3. Keep a bottle of water in the 
refrigerator rather than let the tap 
run to get cool water. 

1. Don’t flush toilets unnecessarily. 

5. Don’t run water to warm or 
cool bottles.

Never wait until the soil is bone dry. 
Soil in such a condition requires a lot 
more water to re-wet it than one which 
is only moderately dry: 

Frequent cultivation of the soil during 
dry spells is definitely out of order. 
Although this practice controls weeds, 
it does not conserve moisture. In fact. 
it actually increases the rate of water 
loss from the soil. In addition, it may do 
serious damage to the roots, particularly 
if the cultivating tool is allowed to go 


too deep. Y 








Stumps Don’t Stump Him! 


@ From Germany comes a report of 
an unusual way to eradicate tree 
stumps. W. Luthardt inoculates hard 
wood stumps with edible fungi such 
as Pholiota mutabilis or Pleurotus 
ostreatus. 

Within a year he begins to harvest 
excellent crops of mushrooms from 
the stumps. Three years after fungus 
inoculation, the wood in the old 
stumps is usable for various technical 
purposes, one being the manufacture 
of pencils. Disintegration of the wood 
is complete in from four to twelve 
years. Similar, uninoculated tree 
stumps take thirty to forty years to 
decay completely.

Ramblings 


by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 


tT IS WITH ‘CONSIDERABLE JOY and a 

bit of pride, which I hope is pardon- 

able, that this new page, as a regular 
feature of FLOweR GROWER, is an- 
nounced. Since the discontinuance of 
the magazine of which I had been garden 
editor for more than twenty years. 
numerous inquiries have come from read- 
ers wishing to know with what publica- 
tion I would be associated and where 
they could now find garden material ap- 
plicable to the South. 

This new page, which will be sup- 
plemented by additional feature articles 
from time to time, is a product of the 
expansion program which the editor and 
publisher of FLower Grower recently 
announced. It is our purpose to give our 
readers in the South more timely garden 
information and helps than they will be 
able to obtain from any other source. 

On a recent trip to Myrtle Beach, 
South Carolina, to attend the annual 
meeting of the National Council of Gar- 
den Clubs, I had an opportunity to see 
many lovely gardens, make some inter- 
esting garden observations. renew old 
friendships and enlarge my circle of 
garden friends. 

Middleton and Gardens. 
recognized by all authorities as being 
among the world’s loveliest, were in their 


Magnolia 


full glory. Middleton, comprised of some 
65 acres of landscaped beauty. is arrest- 
ing in its magnitude. One hundred work- 
men labored for many years to build the 
framework of the garden. Here we saw 
two of the four original camellia trees, 
said to be the first planted outdoors in 
\merica. 

At Magnolia we had a nice visit and 
renewed friendship with Norwood C. 
Hastie. Jr.. the genial proprietor. Nor- 
wood represents the ninth generation of 
his family to own and occupy this lovely 
property. In this magnificent garden 
nature has been little disturbed, but 
much has been done to enhance beauty 
already present. The lovely river, natural 
lakes, and great cypress trees (draped 
heavily with Spanish moss) are aug- 
mented by thousands and thousands of 
giant camellias, countless century-old 
azaleas and many notable and rare trees 
of other genera. 

Mr. Hastie called my attention to sev- 


eral outstanding Indica azaleas, includ- 
ing Mayo’s Perfection, Mayo’s Pride, 
Hampton Beauty, Princess Augusta, 
Flaming Beacon and Fairy Queen. These 
varieties bloom just a bit late and should 
suffer less cold injury in the Midsouth. 
And now that we have our minds on 
azaleas, I'll suggest that the lacebug is 
the greatest insect pest of azaleas in the 
South. Their presence is usually indi- 
cated by the upper surface of the leaves 
turning a dull, frosty. mildew-like color, 
while the under sides of the leaves will 
show varnish-like specks of excrement. 
Now is a good time to apply a spray. 
Your seedsman should be able to sug- 
gest a good one. 
Alabama. 
Georgia and South Carolina roses were 
coming into full bloom. It is easy to get 
a full first blush of blooms from roses in 


Along our route across 


the South, but if you are to maintain 
healthy plants and obtain continuous 
bloom, constant cultural attention must 
be given. Our greatest obstacle in grow- 
ing good roses is black spot, but weekly 
applications of a good fungicide will 
keep it in check. 

On the return trip from Myrtle Beach 
a stop was made at Athens, Georgia, to 
visit the lovely Memorial Garden, de- 
signed by Hubert Owen, and planted as a 
memorial to the Athens Garden Club, 
the first of its kind to be organized in 
America. Practically all shrubs and 
trees were permanently labeled to show 
genus and species, a feature that adds 
much to the educational value of the 
planting. 

Most gardeners, and practically all 
commercial growers. lean _ strongly 
toward taking cuttings of most plants in 
early summer. It is not too late to take 
cuttings of ‘broad-leaved plants like 
azaleas, camellias, gardenias, boxwood, 
photinias, tea plant, English laurel and 
the various forms of holly. Of course 
summer cuttings must be handled un- 
der cover—usually glass or plastic—but 
will root in from three to twelve weeks. 
If taken in the fall or early winter they 
do not normally root until the following 
spring or early summer. 

A little frame, 2 by 3 feet. will hold 


several hundred cuttings—as many as 


the average home gardener will want to

M IDSUMMER HEAT is trying 
to humans as well as to 
gardens.

NE OF THE PREREQUISITES of a senior editor of a 

garden magazine is that occasionally one gets 

a busman’s holiday by being sent off to attend 
meetings and conventions of horticultural societies, dedi- 
cations of gardens, and so on. The advantages of such 
trips (among other things) are that they help to ward 
off editorial ulcers and help to brush off editorial cob- 
webs. They enable us to meet readers and contributors, 
to keep in touch with horticultural developments—in 
short, they help us to avoid getting into ruts. 

With these thoughts in mind, I hied to St. Louis to 
attend the eighth annual convention of the African 
Violet Society of America (the fifth attended by me). 
Any doubts concerning the continued popularity of 
saintpaulias were speedily set at rest. The clincher 
came when H. G. Harvey, presiding at the dinner meet- 
ing, announced that the membership of the Society had 
increased to around 16,000. There were many familiar 
faces that I remembered from Philadelphia four years 
ago, indicating that African violets are capable of hold- 
ing their devotees. 

Among officers and rank and file—including past 
presidents Alma Wright, in her cart-wheel hat which 
some think is her personal trademark (incidentally | 
saw Alma for the first time without her hat—with or 
without, she is still beautiful) ; charming Myrtle Radtke, 
who, when she was presiding at Philadelphia, con- 
fided to me that her knees were knocking together like 
castanets—though such was her poise that no one 
could possibly sense it; and Floyd Johnson who lives 
as I do in New York State. 

It was a pleasure to meet Harry O’Brien, of “dirt 
gardener” fame, who was the featured speaker at the 
dinner meeting. Harry had the audacity to say that he 
had heard that the members of the Society were 50 
per cent nuts and 50 per cent fuddy-duddies! I would 
guess that these percentages are wrong—75% nuts, 
20% normal gardeners, and 5% fuddy-duddies is 
natural for any single plant society, most of whose 
members belong in the “one man dog” class, pro- 
foundly uninterested in any plants except those to 
which they are fanatically devoted. 

I felt sorry for Mr. O’Brien whose job it was to 
hold an audience which was panting to see the exhibits 
scheduled to open at 9:30. He did fine until 9:15 
when the “nuts” started sneaking out by twos and 
threes. By the time I got into line at 9:35 there was 


such a mob congregated around the entrance that I 
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decided it would be impossible for me to see anything 
and remain a gentleman, so I postponed my inspection 
until 8:00 a.m. the following morning. 

Last year, when reporting the convention, I said 
that the trend was away from enormous specimen 
plants, but this year they were back again with a 
half-dozen bruisers on display. I estimated that one 
of them, Double Delight, was 30 inches across—a per- 
fectly symmetrical plant. 

In the amateur section one sees the largest and best- 
grown plants; it is on the commercial side that one 
looks for the novelties. In a later issue there may be 
room to discuss some of these. 

After giving the saintpaulias the once over, I played 
hooky by taking off for the Missouri Botanical Garden, 
known locally as “Shaw’s Garden,” where I spent a 
pleasant morning with my old friend, G. H. Pring, the 
superintendent, and renewed my acquaintance with 
Lad Cutak. Both of these gentlemen are known to our 
readers as FLOWER GROWER contributors. 

After the banquet that evening I did my stint of pre- 
senting the FLower Grower Award for 1954 to Mrs. 
William C. Douglas with the best wishes of all of us 
at FLowerR Grower. (For more details see page 8.) 
Then I was able to sit back, relax and listen to Ernest 
Chabot talk on “Gardening under Glass.” Ernest, too, 
is well known to our readers. 

Now on to Washington, D. C. where, on May 3 and 4 
at the National Arboretum, there were exercises in con- 
nection with the dedication of the Morrison Azalea 
Garden and the presentation of a gift of azaleas from 
the people of the Netherlands to the people of the 
United States. It seems to me that the boys at the 
National Arboretum have been hiding their light under 
a bushel and that the subject demands fuller treat- 
ment than can be given here. So, I'll ask Marjorie to 
stick a note in the “future” file. 

All this talk is preliminary to saying: “Go thou and 
do likewise.” There are about ninety arboretums and 
botanic gardens in North America, most of them in 
the Northeastern half; there are agricultural experi- 
ment stations and public parks and nurseries in every 
state; and, wherever you live, you surely will not have 
to travel more than 50 miles to reach a garden-minded 
neighbor. Give yourself a treat! Get out and see what 
the other fellow is doing. By so doing you will add to 
your gardening enjoyment and know-how.

shade...

ESIGN-CONSCIOUS GARDENERS, especially those faced 
by the problem of growing plants in shade, are 
taking a second look at the old-fashioned plantain- 
lily or hosta. Hostas can be naturalized beneath 

trees, planted among ferns for contrast, used for textural 
interest in foundation plantings and as facing down speci- 
mens in {ront of large flowering shrubs. 

Too frequently have they been unimaginatively lined 
along walks and driveways. Formerly listed as funkias, the 
hosta has been mishandled landscape-wise from the Atlantic 
to the Mississippi and in many of the northwestern states. 
This maltreatment of a very useful perennial is now on the 
wane and at long last the hosta appears to be coming into 
its own. 

The fact that these hardy perennials from China and 
Japan do not show much leaf growth until the season is 
well advanced does not restrict their use. Their large 
heart- or lance-shaped leaves form dense low clumps, at- 
tractive until frost. Their strong-stemmed, trumpet-shaped 
flowers arrive in July and August and, like their clean 
insect- and disease-free foliage, are ideal for flower arrange- 
ments. 

They revel in moist, rich soil, with compost and well- 
rotted manure worked in or used as a top dressing. They 
enjoy even dense shade, though most will stand some: sun 
early or late in the day. They are not sun lovers! 

Hostas may be planted in combination with daffodils 
and other spring bulbs. As a planting of various hosta 
species seemed decidedly bare during the spring, I planted 
choice daffodils in small groups among them. The daffodils 
provided abundant color over a long period, the first to 
bloom being Jean Hood, the last. the white trumpet, Truth. 
The hosta foliage begins to develop as the daffodil foliage 
reaches dormancy. 

While edging with jhostas is a monotonous treatment, a 
striking effect can be achieved with a striped planting 
curving rows of one variety behind another. forming bands 
of varying foliage interest. For the first stripe. I have used 
Hosta decorata, blunt plantain, the leaves of which are a 
dark green edged white. As a second stripe. specimens of 
H. Fortunei albo-marginata, tali cluster plantain, are backed 
with a third row of H. Sieboldiana, short cluster plantain, 
with its huge gray leaves. The fourth row consists of 
H. Fortunei viridis marginata, with leaves a light green 
bordered with narrow bands of dark green. The foliage 
becomes darker as the season progresses; the flowers of 
this variety appear in July and are a clear pink lavender. 

As the tree foliage is not dense. sun reaches my striped 
planting in the spring and I have interspersed a planting 
of daffodils Mrs. Backhouse. Brunswick. Kingscourt, 
Carbineer. Suda and Fortune’s Crest. Other possibilities 
for early spring color would be pansies, whose foliage dies 
out with the heat just as the hostas begin to carry on the 
show. Mertensia virginica provides early interest, too, 
when interplanted with the shade-loving hostas. 

In late summer here in Wisconsin it is necessary to water 
as the hostas require moisture to maintain a lush growth. 
A heavy mulch of compost helps conserve moisture as well. 
Heavy watering during September is beneficial to stimulate 
root growth before cold weather arrives. 

Propagation is by division, but young plants are readily 
obtainable. Botanically, there is some confusion in the 
naming of varieties, but your nurseryman will probably 
list those described here. A few come true from seed, but 
it takes a full three years for seedlings to [SEE PAGE 59]

DANY LILY 


AYLILY FLOWERS from May to late September! With the creation 
D of many new varieties the daylily is no longer only a mid- 
summer flower, blooming in July and August. In addition to 
having a longer season of bloom, the new hybrids now include almost 
every color in the rainbow—yellow, orange-gold, bright red, rose-pink, 
purple, blends, scarlet, rose-red, pastel pink and often combinations 
of two colors. Being a perennial, daylilies can be planted and then left 
in place for a couple of years until they grow so large that they must 
be divided and replanted. For the easiest ways by which daylilies may 
be grown see page 36 and 37 for a special section from Ben Arthur 
Davis’ book, Daylilies and How to Grow Them. 

In the flowering calendar of daylilies below, varieties are listed 
according to the month during which they begin to bloom in the 
New York City area. Of course, blooming dates elsewhere vary some- 
what. For instance, in Florida daylilies will begin to bloom in early 
March and will continue until late June. Included here are many 
varieties which are extremely reliable as well as inexpensive, and 
therefore recommended especially for the beginner. It also includes 
a few of the newer varieties which although expensive are rare; for 
this reason, these varieties will be of especial interest to daylily hob- 
byists. (For the best new daylilies, see page 49). 

Daylily plants may be set out any time when the ground is not 
frozen. Nurseries, however, prefer to ship plants after they finish 
blooming, so the most common planting time is August and September. 
The best sources for your planting stock are daylily specialists, as 
well as many perennial nurseries.

In August when the days are dry and 
hot and movement gardenward has no 
appeal, we will bless the vegetables 
which mature unconcerned about weather 
conditions, and such colorful and un- 
demanding perennials as helenium and 
heliopsis.

Sun-Shade: Daylilies will grow and 
bloom in full sun. but some of the very 
loveliest of them will show some degree 
of fading where the summer sun bears 
down on them all day long. In the cooler 
areas, the higher altitudes. and where 
days are shorter, this fading may not be 
of any substantial consequence. In the 
South where the sun beats down with 
such intense heat for some ten to twelve 
hours, the flowers of some of our loveliest 
daylilies will show indications of fading. 

Apparently most varieties will thrive 
and bloom well if they can get as much 
as six or eight hours sun daily; they will 
also do well in spots where they receive 
filtered sunlight. as under trees if the 
shade is not too dense. Some will grow 
and bloom in full shade if there is sufh- 
cient light.

[From PAGE 32] develop into sizeable 
plants. The variegated or white-edged 
varieties must be increased by division, 
but H. caerulea and H. Sieboldiana will 
come fairly true from seed. H. minor 
alba may need some selection to main- 
tain its true form. 

Divisions can be made at almost any 
time during the season, but seed is 
planted as soon as it is ripe, sown in 
flats or into a bed. Keep the seedlings 
watered and shaded the first year. Trans- 
plant them into a rich moist soil the 
second year, and by the third year they 
will be ready to take their place in the 
landscape. Hostas are a permanent ad- 
dition to the garden and gain beauty 
through the years. 

Hosta plantaginea, fragrant plantain 
lily [see photograph page 32] blooms 
in August and its flowers have a delicate 
fragrance. This species will grow with 
less shade than most, providing its roots 


do not suffer for moisture during the 
hot weather. In contrast to this, H. For- 
tunet gigantea, tall-cluster plantain, 
needs full shade to hold its huge gray 
leaves in perfect condition. 

For bold effect nothing can compete 
with handsome specimens of H. Sie- 
boldiana. Its flowers appear in June and 
July and are a pale lavender, nearly 
white, held just above the rich gray 
leaves. H. Fortunei albo-marginata is a 
bit slow to grow, but its large white- 
edged leaves are well worth waiting for. 
The flowers are pale lavender, bell- 
shaped and bloom on 3-foot stems in 
July. 

Hosta lancifolia fortis, narrow-leaved 
plantain, has been much used for border- 
ing shady beds, its tall violet blooms 
appearing in late August. It looks well 
combined with yellow callas. H. lanci- 
folia albo-marginata is another white- 
edged variety that makes a good border 
plant for shady places. It does not stand 
as much sun as H. lancifolia fortis. 

The white-splashed foliage of the 
wavy-leaved plantain, H. undulata, forms 
an interesting group with Oxalis Deppei 
in rose-pink and the deep cerise-pink of 
O. lasiandra. Hosta minor alba, a dwarf- 
growing variety, enjoys moist shady 
spots in the rock garden and sends up 
its pure white bell-shaped blooms in 
August or September. The dwarf grow- 
ing blue-flowered campanulas planted 
near it help to set off its foot-high stems 
of white blooms.®
